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Legislature Could 
Cost Town Money 


A bill in the Legislature com- 
pelling towns to wait until the 
polls are closed to begin counting 
ballots would cost the town a lot 


of money — and delay the tabula- 
tion by many hours. 
Town Clerk George Winslow, 


asked to comment on the bill, said 
a final tabulation in a national or 
state election wouldn’t be com- 
pleted until the “‘wee hours — per- 
haps not so wee at that. Possibly 
nearer breakfast time.’’ He ex- 
plained that poll workers have to 
have some time for supper follow- 
ing the closing of the polls at 
7 p.m., with counting possibly 
beginning at 8 p.m. If the entire 
day’s balloting had to be counted 
then, the results would be a 
lengthy delay and extra expense 
for more election officers. 

The bill, which passed through 
the House last week by a narrow 


margin, is currently before the 
State Senate. It has been con- 
sidered in many other sessions, 
always meeting defeat. Cities 
may not begin the count of ballots 
until the polls close under the 


present law, but towns may do so 
as soon as a block ot 50 ballots 
is available. A unanimous vote of 
election officers at «the polling | 
place is required before the count- 


ing can begin, however. 


Winslow pointed out that an 
election officer here has, occa- 
sionally, insisted that counting 


be delayed — only to ask, later 
in the day, to have the restriction 
removed when the individual re- 
alized how much work was piling 
up. 

Proponents of the plan suggest 
that, in some towns, it is possible 
for candidates to learn how the 
balloting is progressing and take 


counter-measures. They claim 
that this gives an advantage to 
candidates running in districts 


encompassing towns, while operat- 
ing to the detriment of candidates 
whose districts are in cities,
